National  Baptist  nation  was  being  born,  endowed 
h,  Washington,  D.  with  a  heritage  of  great  ideal*  and 
e  has  been  presi-  deep  convictions.  Men  and  women  I 
were  ready  t»  pay  the  price  for 
their  liberty  of  soul  and  body. 
Generations  of  struggle  against  ty¬ 
ranny  of  vvarious  sort*  had  re¬ 
fined,  as  a  crucible,  the  spirits  of  I 
those  who  were  to  establish  a  new 
way  of  life  in  a  land  of  the  free. 

We  believe  that  liberty  is  root¬ 
ed  in  the  very  nature  of  God.  When 
Jesus  come  teaching  the  way  of 
life  and  liberating  men  from 
bondage  of  sin,  he  declared  that 
“ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the 
truth  shall  make  you  free.”  Paul 
did  not  hesitate  to  admonish  the 
Galatian  Christiana  to  “stand  fast 
in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  has 
made  you  free  ”

“The  God  who  govt  us  life,  gava 
us  liberty  at  the  tamo  time.”

I  is  bound  up  in  the  basic  founda¬ 
tion  which  is  religious  liberty, 
freedom  of  the  individual  soul.

I  Am  A  Bigot  If 

According  to  “The  Christian 
Century”,  I-axarus  Joseph  controll¬ 
er  of  the  city  of  New  York,  told  a 
fund-riming  fund  of  the  Jesuit 
Seminary  Association  (Catholic) 
that  the  city  should  make  financial 
grants  for  building  parochial 
schools.  Mr.  Joseph  is  reported  to 
have  said  thjft  any  who  might  op¬ 
pose  such  grants  on  constitutional 
grounds  are  “bigots". 

We  do  not  want  to  travel  under 
false  colors,  and  if  being  opposed 
to  giving  state  nid  to  the  sup|>ort 
of  |>arochial  schools  makes  one  a 
bigot,  we  are  guilty. 

As  we  have  often  said,  we  have 
no  objection  whatever  to  any  de¬ 
nomination  building  parochial 
schools.  Tliat  is  their  right.  Rut  we 
do  not  want  to  help,  build  them. 
Raptists  do  not  ask  tax  payers  to 

build  their  schools  nor  do  Raptists 
want  to  help  schools  for  other  de¬ 
nominations.

Every  Pastor  Faces 
Three  Possibilities 

One  of  the  most  important  pha¬ 
ses  of  the  work  of  our  denomina¬ 
tion  is  tliat  of  the  Retirement 
Plans. 

This  is  true  because  through  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Rhard  a  pastor 
may  protect  himself  against  three 
eventual  possibilitiea  —  old  age, 
death  or  disability. 

Every  pastor  is  likely  to  en¬ 
counter  one  of  these  three  eventu¬ 
alities  and  the  two  plans.  Minis¬ 
ters*  Retirement  and  Widows  Sup¬ 
plemental  Aunnity  Plan,  give 
him  a  large  degree  of  protection 
against  either  of  them. 

If  he  encounters  the  first,  old 
age,  lie  may  retire  under  the  Min¬ 
isters’  Plan  with  an  income  for 
life. 

If  he  should  encounter  the  sec¬ 
ond.  death,  before  retirement,  his 
widow  will  receive  under  the 
Widows’  Plan  an  annuity  juat  as 


long  as  she  remains  his  widow. 

If  he  should  die  after  retire¬ 
ment,  his  widow  can  be  protected 
with  an  annuity  under  the  joint 
life-survivorship  option  of  the  Min¬ 
ister’s  Plan. 

If  tlie  pastor  should  become  dis¬ 
abled,  the  third  possibility,  lie 
will  receive  an  annuity  under  the 
Ministers'  Plan. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  any 
pas  tor  would  for  a  moment  hesi¬ 
tate  to  join  noth  these  Plans. 

The  cost  is  comparatively  small 
since  the  church  and  the  denomi¬ 
nation  help  to  pay  a  large  stipe  of 
the  pastor’s  contract. 

And,  in  Mississippi  any  paid 
church  or  denominational  worker 
or  employee  can  join  the  Plans 
just  the  same  as  can  a  pastor. 

I.ast  year  nearly  100  certificates 
were  issued  in  Mississippi.

Two  Church  Hospitals 
To  Get  Federal  Aid 

According  to  an  Associated 
Press  news  story  from  Washing¬ 
ton,  five  Mississippi  hospitals  will 
receive  federal  sid  from  a  bill  now 
before  the  U.  S.  Senate. 

According  to  the  news  story, 
Mississippi  would  get  $1,42(1.053 
under  the  House  bill  which  is  now 
up  for  consideration. 

Two  of  the  five  hospitals  to  re¬ 
ceive  aid  are  denominational  hos¬ 
pitals  and  thus  will  violate  the 
principle  of  separation  of  church 
and  state. 

It  is  understood  that  Mercy  Hoe- 
pit*  l-Street  Memorial.  Vicksburg, 
will  receive  $349,000  and  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Hospital.  Vicksburg,  the  same 
amount.  • 

We  call  the  attention  of  our 
readers  to  the  fact  that  our  tax 
money — Baptists,  Methodists,  prea- 


byterians,  and  others  —  wiU  bo 
used  to  help  provide  these  funds. 

We  have  a  Baptist  hospital  iu 
Jackson,  but  we  are  not  asking  the 
government  to  support  it. 

If  the  Catholics  and  the  Luth¬ 
erans  want  to  run  hospitals  iu 
Vicksburg  or  any  other  place,  that 
is  their  privilege.  But  Raptists 
should  not  be  taxed  to  help  sup¬ 
port  them.

As  Others  Saw  It 

Editor  W.  O.  Stracener  of  the 
“Florida  Raptist  Witness"  said 
that  the  Southern  Raptist  Conven¬ 
tion  was  typically  Texanie  in  a 
number  of  way*. 

“Houstonians  gave  ue  the  larg¬ 
est  welcome  we  ever  received.  The 
messengers  gave  us  the  largest 
registration  we  have  ever  record¬ 
ed.  12,928.  The  Convention  adopt¬ 
ed  the  largest  budget  in  its  his¬ 
tory.  The  daily  press  gave  us  the 
largest  amount  of  newspaper 
space  ever  accorded  an  annual 
session  of  the  Convention." 

Continuing.  Dr.  Stracener  said: 
“It  was  a  good  convention,  but 
hardly  to  be  regarded  a  great  one. 
Most  of  the  sessions  lacked  the 
color  and  drama  to  lift  people  In 
high  emotional  peaks. 

“The  preaching  was  good,  but 
did  not  stir  the  crowds  aa  at  other 
conventions.  Several  factors  con¬ 
tributed  to  this. 

“First,  moat  of  th«  sermons 
were  scheduled  at  the  end  of  the 
longer,  than -usual  sessions  when 
the  hearers  were  weary. 

“Second.  peAple  are  hearing 
more  good  preaching  at  home  than 
ever  before. 

“Third,  most  of  the  speakers 
too  obviously  and  too  slavishly 


followed  their  prepared  manu¬ 
script*.  Tliis  practice  saves  lima 
but  robs  it  of  spirit  and  warmth. 

“Evident  throughout  tlie  ses¬ 
sions  were  two  encouraging  truths 
(1)  our  deepening  and  growing 
concern  for  miss  ions  and  (2)  our 
fundamental  unity  as  Southern 
Baptists."  • 

Dr.  Stracener  listed  tlie  follow¬ 
ing  as  progressive  steps: 

"1.  Discontinued  tlie  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Relations  with  Otlier  Relig¬ 
ious  Bodies.  Tliis  was  not  criticism 
of  the  committee  itself,  but  of  the 
fact  that  it  had  become  tl»e  basis 
for  divisive  arguments. 

•*2.  Voted  to  restudy  possible 
participation  of  ministers  iu  Social 
Security  benefits. 

“3.  Rejected  any  official  recog¬ 
nition  of  Hoy  Scouts  as  a  purl  of 
the  Raptist  program." 

(Editor's  Note:  This  was  not  a 
criticism  of  the  Roy  Scouts  hut  a 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  (lie 
Roy  Scouts  are  not  a  Raptist  af¬ 
fair.) 

“4.  Voted  to  study  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  shifting  sponsorship  of 
Royal  Ambassadors  from  the  W. 
M.  U.  to  the  Brotheriiood. 

“5.  Enlarged  its  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  from  31  to  45  members."

ARCHITECTS  TOLD  OF 
MODERN  CHURCH  TREND 

SEATTLE,  Wash.  (RNS)  —  A 
trend  toward  church  architecture 
baaed  on  functionalism  and  use  of 

modern  structural  forma  was  do- 
scribed  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Archi¬ 
tects  here. 

Protestant  Roman  Catholic  and 
Jewinh  exports,  discussing  the 
evolution  of  church  architecture, 
said  the  contemporary  develop¬ 
ments  were  a  deairable  change 
from  the  former  heterogeneous 
styles. 

Maurice  Lavnoux,  secretary  of 
the  Catholic  Liturgical  Arts  Socie¬ 
ty  urged  wider  stress  on  function¬ 
alism.  Churches,  he  said,  should 
be  planned  as  the  setting  for  reli¬ 
gious  services  and,  at  the  same 
time,  with  a  character  and  spirit 
to  inspire  an  emotional  impact  in 
keeping  with  the  nature  of  the 
building. 

He  said  congregations  would 
,  find  it  worth  the  extra  fees  to  en¬ 
trust  an  architect  not  only  with 
the  structural  design  of  a  church 
but  with  the  supervision  of  decora¬ 
tions,  painting,  sculpture  and  other 
art  work.
